PARIS. (A*) -Tlie French gov¬ 
ernment decided today to invite 
the United States to join European 
nations in the Spanish neutrality 
agreement. 

The propo.sal for a “hands-off" 
accord will be sent to Wa.shing- 
ton and other nations "more dis¬ 
tantly” connected with the Span¬ 
ish civil war after the powers im¬ 
mediately interested have given 
their adherence to the neutrality 
pact, the foreign office said. 

Premier Benito Mu.ssolini of 
Italy, officials added, suggested 
"additions" to the pact in accept¬ 
ing it. They said he desired pro¬ 
visions to forbid “moral interfer¬ 
ence” such as sending money or 
giving other non-military aid to 
either side. None thought these 
conditions would prevent Italy's 
final agreement. 

France A'oleis Funds 

The French chamber of deputies 
hurriedly voted 10,000,000 francs 
I approximately $658,850) to re¬ 
patriate and protect French citi¬ 
zens in Spain but government 
.spokesmen contended this would 
not alter France’s “strict neutral- 

i ity-"

The capture of three small vil¬ 
lages by loyalist forces on the 
Zargoza front was interpreted to 
mean that the troops dispatched 
westward by the Catalan govern¬ 
ment gradually were inching their 
way into rebel-heid territory. 

'I'he fleep-throated explosion of 
shells along the entire front abut¬ 
ting .San .Sebastian, the Bay of 
Bi.scay ,seaaide re.sort, and Irun, 
ostensibly betokened the opening 
of the rebel attack in the far 
north which was intended to con- 
.solidate rebel control from the 
Guadarrarnas to the ocean. 

Government troops crumpled 
one section of the rebel lines in 
the .south to capture the strategic 
town of Adamuz, 21 miles north¬ 
east of Cordoba. A fresh on¬ 
slaught against Cordoba, import¬ 
ant provincial capital, was immi¬ 
nent. 

Aiding the government in the 
south were leftist warships which 
have kept up a running fire 
against the troop transports of 
Gen. Franei.sco Franco, generalis¬ 
simo of the revolution. Only a

WASHLNGTG.N. (.Ti I'ormally 
defying an ultimatum from the 
leadership of the American h’ed- 
eration of Labor. John L. Lewis’ 
committee for industrial organiza¬ 
tion went ahead today with plans 
to organize steel workers and oth¬ 
er mass production employes into 
huge industrial unions. 

At an unannounced meeting last 
night, the committee decided to 
ignore the recent “verdict" of the 
A F. of L. executive council. The 
ecuncil had found 10 unions affili¬ 
ated with the committee guilty of 
“fomenting in.siirrection’’ within 
the A, F. of L. and ordered them 
suspended from the federation 
Sept. 5 iinle.ss they withdrew from 
the committee 

Soon after the verdict, Lewis, 
president of the United Mine 
Workers, announced informally 
that he ami his a.s.sociates woiihl 
"tarry on” This decision was 
affirmed by the committee Itself 
last night. 

In effect, the decision .served no¬ 
tice that the committee would not 
disband, desiiite the demands of 
the A. F. of L. leaders. 

It eniphasizeil anew the split be¬ 
tween the Lewds faction, which be¬ 
lieves that in general workers in 
each mass production industry 
should be organized into one large 
union, and the craft unionists 
ilominating the federation’s execu¬ 
tive council. The latter believes 
that many such workers, notably 
the highly skilled ones, shoiilil be 
organized into various unions ae- 
(ording to their particular crafts.

The body, apparently washed up 
by the tide, had been dead about 
five days, said John A. Lowman, 
deputy coroner.

The body was unclothed.

study of the question of how to 
keep cells alive. 

"Thanks to modern physiology 
we now understand how cells build 
up living matter." 

“Back Door” Scientist 
The Colonel himself exhibited a 
retiring modesty in explaining 
what his share of the experimental 
work had been. 

Col. Lindbergh became a scien¬ 
tist by the "back door" route, and 
today's exhibition at Copenhagen 
marked his first public appearance 
in the new role. 

Returning from a trail-blazing 
flight to Central America tor Pan- 
American Airways, he turned 
from his course to fly inland over 
Yucatan, He saw the ruins of a 
temple half buried in the jungle. 

Start Of Studies 
Back in Washington, he report¬ 
ed the find to the Smithsonian in¬ 
stitution and sought a book on 
Yucatan archeology. 

The request was his first 
"lucky” break, marking his en¬ 
trance Into the world of science. 
Referred to the Carnegie Institu¬ 
tion of Washington, he was in¬ 
vited to one of their camp.s at 
Pecos, N. M., to get some knowl¬ 
edge of archeology "In the field.” 

With increasing Interest, he 
turned to the American Museum 
of Natural History in New York 
and gained permission to conduct 
experiments In the Rockefeller Li- 
stitute for Medical Research. 

Lindbergh went there late in 
1930, guaranteed privacy to such 
a degree that not even the exact 
date of his entrance was made 
public. 

Five Years Work 
It appears he became interested 
in one of the most fascinating 
motors of science. This was a 
"perfusion apparatus," designed to 
imitate some functions of the liv¬ 
ing heart. This mechanical heart 
required moving parts to drive 
"artificial blood" The parts had 
to be completely insulated against 
outside infection. 

Scientists had worked on the 
problem since 1812. The heart 
piston, when Col. Lindbergh be¬ 
came interested, was moved by 
magnets. He undertook to devise 
a more efficient "heart.” 

In five years, scientific publica¬ 
tions state, he made five glass 
hearts. Only the first and last 
were described. The first took Its 
motive power from being rocked 
with a motion resembling the 
twirl of a Roman candle. 

Whole Organs Alive 
The fifth used compressed air. j 
Ths air drives a piston of oil. The l 
oil in turn forces gases to drive j 
artificial blood in and out of two 
connected chambers of glass. In 
some superficial structural aspects 
the Lindbergh glass heart resem¬ 
bles a real heart, 

With it, for the first time, Dr. 
Alexis Carrel said, scientists were 
able to keep whole organs of a 
body — heart, kidneys, spleen, 
thyroid, ovaries and suprarenal 
glands—living and growing in-

A reconciliation that takes 
place after a divorce should not he 
subjected to .so many rules and 
regulations, for that small part of 
love or adoration that still exists in 
spile of the horrors of the divorce 
(iroceedings should be nur.sed and 
fed tenderly.

Cercbro-spinal fever, often re¬ 
ferred to as spotted fever, differs 
from Poliomyelitis in that para¬ 
lysis does not follow it, and it oc¬ 
curs most frequently during win¬ 
ter and spring.

Injury to the head, exposure or

it.«elf. It may be^'in with a feelinK 
of depression, vornitinK', hcarlache 
^nd pain in the Ija^k for several 
lays, but it usually starts sud¬ 
denly. 

Syfiq>torns fastrd 
Fever, headache, severe prostra¬ 
tion, vomiting?, pain in the neck 
and limbs, chills, and .sometimes 
.spasms are prominent syrnptom.s. 
*Stiffness of the neck rlcvelops 
’’apidly and the head may be 
rlrawn bark until it almo.st rests 
OP the shoulders. Any attempt to 
move the head eau.ses extreme 
pain and a sharp piercin^r .scream. 

7'he sufferer is delirious and 
restless, the flesh is very tender. 
H< is sensitive to lifjht or the 
sli^ihtest noise. A stricken child 
will lie on its side with the 1 ck« 
riffirl and drawn back, as well as 
(he head, until they almost meet. 
T'hc face becomes conj^ested. the 
eyes hloorl - shot and twitching- 
Fever blisters around the mouth, 
no.se. anrl fat-e multiply and a 
purplish eruption may ai>pear ove^' 
thf entire bfjfly.

fhronic and f)ersist for month.s. 
I^r ss of sij^ht and deafness soine- 
t'mc.s resnlt.s from extension of the 
Inflammation to their nerves or 
from pressure <Iue to the extreme 
swelling’ of the brain an<l spinal 
tj.ssiies. The ininrl is usually af- 
ferted in those cases and los.s of 
memory and mental weakness may 
result. Inflammation of the heart 
and kidneys is not uncommon. 

Treafrnenl filven 
'rhe fliagnosis i.s made positive 
by an examination of the spinal 
fluifi and the introduction of a 
needle into the spinal column to 
observe the amount of force ex¬ 
erted on the fluid. Frequent with¬ 
drawal of fluid from the canal re- 
lieve.s the intra-'-ranial jiressurc, 
After the fluid is withdrawn in 
sufficient quantity and without 
withdrawing the needle, meninj'o- 
'occie scrum is injected into the 
'anal where it comes into direct 
ontact with the diseased tissue.
